Margarine 


It is hardly news that dairymen and milk 
producers in this and all other provinces are op- 
posed to the idea that the ban should be lifted 
and oleomargarine allowed to come on the mar- 
ket in Canada. They always have been. That is 
why ban was imposed in the first place, 
and why it has been maintained for several de- 
cades — which the exception of a period during 
World War I 

That there is any likélihood of the ban being 
lifted is not apparent. A bill to legalize the man- 
ufacture and sale of the butter - substitute was 
introduced in the last session of parliament but 
failed to pass, It has been introduced again, but 
there are no signs that it will meet a favorable 
reception 

There has been no wide demand from the 
consuming public for the removal of the prohibi- 
tion, such as could make this a live issue, Con- 
sumers generally seem to be willing to get along 
with a limited supply of butter at the present 
relatively high prices; or at least not concerned 
to the point of demanding margarine. Unless they 
display more interest in the subject, parliament 
is likely to take the line of least resistance and 
leave the matter alone 

This is not to say that further and substan- 
tial price advances would not stir up such a de- 
mand, That happened once, and could happen

Britain, it seems, has forgotten 
the way Canada expanded 
navy and took off the shoulders 
of the Motherland much of the 
burden of convoying ships across 
the Atlantic, Britain, it seems, has 
forgotten that without Canadian 
shipments of food and gifts of 
credit the people of Britain 
would have been starved into 
submission, 


NOR IS THAT all we contri- 
buted, Canadjan scientists help- 
ed in the development of radat 
They developed the powerful 
RDX explosive which was so im- 
portant, They worked hand in 
glove with the Americans and 
British in the development of 
atomic power and hundreds of 
war developments, With- 
out Canadian - produced uran- 
ium the Allies might never have 
succeeded in making atomic 
bombs 

Americans 
that Canada didn’t have 
for a Pearl Harbor to 
people to accept their 
bilities in world affairs or to 
teach her that freedom was in 
danger, Russia might recall that 
Canada didn’t wait until the

Debt of Two Cities 
Montreal Gazette 
Despite successive debt re- 
funding transactions by the City 
of Montreal, the total of the debt 
still owing remains disquieting- 
ly high and embarrassingly so 
in comparison with the remark- 
ably low level to which Toronto 
has reduced its outstanding fund- 

ed debt 


Montreal's debt now stands at 
$207 millions, or a net of $142 


millions after allowing for the 
more or less self - servicing debt 
on account of the revenue - pro- 
ducing waterworks system. At 
the end of year Toronto's 
gross debt was just over $72 mil- 
lions, marking a reduction of 
nearly two - thirds since 1932, 

But this figure includes rev- 
enue - producing and independ- 
ently administered debts, such 
as those for the publicly owned 
street - car and electric power 
systems, and reducible by the 
amount of sinking funds on hand, 
After allowing for the offsetting 
amounts, the net debt “for gen- 
eral and education purpos 
stands at the impressively low 
total of $28.2 millions,
